There is hope for Britain in the circum ­ 
stance that some of the journalistic spokes­ 
men are recalling to their country men cer­ 
tain facts of life obscured by Clement Att­ 
lee’s proposal that Formosa be surrendered 
to Red China and Chiang Kai shek ban­ 
ished as the means of lowering the barriers 
to peace. 
How elated ev ery body would be if it were 
as simple as that. But the London Tele­ 
graph hits the weak point: “ Mr. Attlee 
will no doubt remember that there were 
thorns in the side of Nazi Germany ov er 
which Hitler declared there could be no 
proper peace — the Saar, the Rhineland, 
Sudetenland, then the rest of C zechoslo­ 
v akia, Austria, Danzig.” 
It is decidedly a realistic parallel. Many 
recall Hitler on the radio say ing that “ this 
is my last dem and.”

It was originally designed for a 
fire station and the upstairs was used as a 
hay mow wfhere feed for the fire horses was 
stored. And th at’s about all it’s fit for today .
